Seven .of 
the calves drank the milk just as it 
came from the satation.. All of the 
calves reacted to the tuberculin test 
and were slaughtered, except the one 
that refuséd to drink the milk until it 
was heated. It is Mr. Thomas’ opin- 
ion, backed by Mr. Quirk and others, 
that heating the milk is the only thing 
that saved the calf whichis still in 
the herd, passing the test every time 
the veterinarian comes around. 

“You couldn't hire Bert Thomas to 
feed unpasteurized milk: to his calves 
under any consideration,” added Mr. 
Quirk. “Every other farmer should 
be just as particular.”
